~ FIGHTING FEVER 

In a single hen's egg, Rocke- 
feller Foundation scientists can 
grow enough yellow-fever virus to 
protect twenty persons for at least 
six years against the deadly trop- 
foal malady. The process consists 
ot using the delicate membrane 
beneath the shell as a medium in 
which the microbes multiply rap- 
idly. 

The culture ta then removed 
from the egg, frozen into relative 
impotence, and diluted in a salt 
solution, A fraction of an ounce 
of this injection brings active im- 
munity. Last week Kaymond B. 
Fosdick, president of the founda- 
tion, announced im his annual re- 
view of the organization’s work 
that manufacture of this vaccine 
had gone into mass production 
for the war’a duration. 

During 1941 the Army and Navy 
received about 1,920,000 free doses 
for tropical fighters. Other large 
shipments went to Africa, India, 
and Singapore, bringing 
the total number of shots to 4,- 
260,680, or the virus output of 
218,000 experimentally infected 
eggs.

» HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I re-glue the joints 
of furniture? 

A. The old glue which clogs 
the wood pores of joints to be 
re-glued prevents the new glue 
from setting firmly. When this 
happens, steam the surface of the 
part to be glued with a damp 
The joint 
will then be in excellent con- 
dition for the application of fresh 
glue. 

Q. How can I remove the black 
specks which sometimes form on 
silver? 

A. By using a paste of whiting, 
that is free of grit, and olive oil; 
lightly polish with old silk. If 
the specks are obstinate, smear 
with the paste and leave it on 
for some time. 

Q. How can I make a good 
salad dressing for cabbage or 
fresh green salads? 

A. A dressing can be quickly 
made by mixing powdered sugar 
in sour cream, ‘with vinegar added 
to taste, 

Q. How can I prevent. kid 
gloves from‘smelling of perspira- 
tion? 

A. When putting away the kid 
gloves after wearing them, shake 
a little talcum powder into them. 
This will absorb any moisture 
that may be lingering in the Iea- 
ther and entirely remove that ob- 
jectionable smell of leather. 

Q. How can I promote the 
growth of houseplants? 

A. Geraniums and other house- 
plants that are kept in the win- 
dows should be turned around 
frequently so as to promote the 
growth of well-rounded plants.

The 
organization of guerrilla bands, 
composed of hunters, trappers, 
loggera and other dead shots whose 
familiarity with ‘the country. coup- 
led with their prowess at . wood- 
oraft and hunting makes them for- 
midable adversaries is a forward 
move. 

Many of these bands have been 
in existence for some time now. 
They were formed by the men 
themselves and each an is 
armed with his own rifle—a friend 
he'has had for years and a weapon 


_be knows he can rely on. 


They are not military formations 
and consist mainly of old-timers, 
many of them old soldiers who 
know a few tricks they learned 
im the last war. They know every 
nook and cranny of the ground 
they are prepared to defend. 

In Montreal for the past two 
years, a somewhat similar branch 
ef the Individual Citizen's Army 
hes been in existence. Thie is 
kmown as the Mobile Force of the 


’ Ofvilian Protection Committee. Its 


functions differ from those of the 
Rangers to the extent that em- 
phasis in training has been against 
the possibility of sabotage. 

This outfit, in adition to supply- 
ing its own rifles and ammunition, 
also supplies cars and gasoline. 
Its training is .based on modifica- 
tion of Canadian Army Reconnais- 
sance unit training, training hand 
books of the German Panzer Uivi- 
sions, Tom Wintringham's useful 
little booklet on new methods of 
war and a liberal sprinkling of 
imagination. 

The men—mostly rotund middle 
aged citizens who have lost much 
of their rotundity since they start- 
ed training—uniform themselves 
in khaki overalls and wear black 
berets and armilets. 
beconfe éxpert in rapid mobiliza- 
tion, street fighting, industrial 
plant defence and open order skir- 
mishing around the outskirts of 
Montreal.

In The ie Garden 


By GORDON L. SMITH 
Don’t Rush Planting 

Many more flowers and vege- 
tables are lost through planting 
too soon than too late, and in war 
time especially we cannot afford 
such waste. There are, it ig true, 
a few things that are not hurt by 
sowing early, planta that natural- 
ly reproduce themselves in Can- 
ada. 

In this category will be onlona, 
garden peas, parsnips, lettuce, rad- 
ish, etc.,. among the vegetables, 
and in the flowers — cosmos, 
batchelor’s buttons, sweet peas, 
alyssum. All of these and some 
more will stand moderate frost 
and throughout most of Canada 
can be sown just aa soon as the 
soll can be worked. But there are 
@ great many more flowera and 
vegetables that will not survive 
frost. These must not be sown 
outeide until the weather really 
turns warm. Actually they will not 
make any growth until the soll is 
warm, usually in mid-May or later. 
There is nothing to be gained by 
rughing them in teo soon. 

Cultivation 

One. can hardly over-emphagize 
the importance of early cultiva- 
tion, once of course the soll te fit 
to work. A little digging in the 
garden then is worth a whole burst 
of feverish energy later on. At 
thie time when the soll is molet 
it is a simple matter to get out 
twiteh and other weeds, to stir the 
grounc deeply. By doing so we 
help push growth of vegetables 
and flowers and conserve moisture 
and plant food. If this essential 
job tw left for a few weeks then 
weeds have developed tougher 
roota and are hard to remove and 


much valuable moisture is lost. In 
the dryer sections of Canada, fre- 
quent cultivation is depended upon 


to conserve the scant rainfall and 
it will keep vegetables growing 
steadily which they must do if 
they are to be tender.

‘THE WAR - WEEK — Commentary on Current Events 


Allies Launch Aerial Offensives 
United Nations Support Russia 


Raids by American bombers on 
enemy-held bases im the _Philip- 
pines and on four great cities in 
Japan would appear to be a sign 
of a gathering Allied aerial offen- 
sive in the Far Eat. 

Last week a formation of Fly- 
ing Fortresses, protected by fight- 
ers, flew 2,000 miles from Aus- 
tralia and blasted » Japanese sea 
base in the Philippines and other 
important strategieal objectives. 

Japan Attacked 

A litthe more than four months 
after Japan’s treacherous attack 
on Pearl Harbor the forces of the 
United States carried the war to 
the heart of Japan in an air as- 
aault on her major cities. The ex- 
tent of the damage has not yet 
been disclosed by the United 
Nations but public alarm in Japan 
appeaied to be widespread. The 
Japanese dread a visitation of 
high explosives and incendiary 
bombs over their match-box cities 
of flimsy, wood-and-paper homes. 

Effect Om Morale 


The four cities attacked were: 
Tokyo, capital of Japan, the 
world’s third largest city and a 
great industrial centre; Yoko- 
hama, the seaport of Tokyo, a 
great naval base and home of 
Japan’s largest motor ear factory 
now producing war vehicles; 
Kobe, naval and_ shipbuilding 
centre; Nagaya, third largest eity 
in Japan, which is the chief centre 
for the manufacture of military 
aircraft. 

Whatever the effect on Japan’s 
war industries and population 
centres there is no doubt that the 
attack has stimulated Allied 
morale and conversely will have 
considerably dampened the spir- 
its of the Japanese people. 

3,800 planes a month are flow- 
ing off American assembly lines 


‘and their weight is being felt on 


the battlefront. I¢ i reasonable 
to hope that they will in increas- 
ing strength and power of destrue- 
tion carry defeat to the Japanese 
homeland. 

British Naval Leases 


Recent British naval losses in 
the Far East have caused great 
concern and mueh eriticisnt of 
Allied naval strategy These 
losses may be due, Im part, to the 
dilution of navy personnel. It has 
been necessary to take into the 
service many men who were not 
perfectly trained. 

In contrast, the Japanese navy 
for several years has been carry- 
ing full crews, with new trainees 
taking the places ef the regulars 
when on furlough. It is granted 
that there are no better trained 
seamen anywhere. Japanese mer- 
chant seamen have also been ex- 
traordinarily well trained. The 
enemy is apparently able to con- 
centrate enough power at the 
right time and in the right place. 
Great Britain has been sorely 
lacking in dive-bombers and 
efficient torpedo~-carrying  air- 
craft, but it must be remembered, 
in criticising British naval strat- 
egy, that the Allied navies have 
not at any time yet met the Jap- 
anese navy on anything like 
equal terms. 

Strength of Russia 

The prime aim of the United 
Nations is to help Russia at all 
costs and the prime aim of Hitler 
is to knock out Russia this sum- 


mer. Some factors in this struggle 
are favorable to Russia and some 
to Germany. 

Russian representatives state 
that their production is almost as 
great as it was before the German 
attack, This is important because 
the Russian losses in the early 


_ part of the war were extremely 


heavy. Rugsia’s strength is further 
bolstered by the increasing volume 
of war material reaching her from 
Great Britain and the United 
States. 

The Russian armies have been 
tried and have proved themselves; 


they are now seasoned veteran 


troops. While losses in manpower 
on both sides have been tremen- 
dous it is considered that Russia 
has a larger reserve of fresh 
troops than Hitler has, and there 
can be no doubt that- Stalin’s 
soldiers weathered the winter 
campaign much better than did 
the poorly clad soldiers of Hitler. 
Strength of Germany 

The Russians have failed to 
break the Leningrad blockade 
and even with the help of General 
Winter they have not been able 
to reduce the German strategic 
strongholds. The Germans still 
retain vita] positions from which 
they can threaten Moscow and the 
main lateral railway supplying the 
Russian front, 

Success in the expected German 


offensive in Russia will depend’ 


largely on air superiority. The 
feeling is that it, cannot be step- 
ped up to its 1940 peak of effici- 
ency. The cream of German air- 
men has been used up and though 
Germany may be able to replace 
lost planes, she cannot replace 
first-rank personnel, The loss of 
German officers, in the air and 
on land, has been a significant 
feature of the campaigh. 

The Red Army had to face at 
the start of the war in Russia 
a huge, well-trained air armada 


ten thousand strong, which was . 


later increased to fifteen thous- 
and. At the end of March, 1942, 
it is estimated the Luftwaffe's 
losses totalled 388,000 airmen. 
Consequently it is now manned 
chiefly by 19 to 21 year old 
youths, many of whom have only 
had from three to six months 
training. 
R.A.F. Strength 

The growing might of the Royal 
Air Force is shown in the power- 
ful and continuous sweeps over 
occupied France. British bombers 
have flown one thousand miles 
inside enemy territory, in day- 
light, to attack factories. 

So continuous have been the 
Royal Air Force assaults on the 
continent lately that they keep 
one and a half million German 
soldiers, airmen, ground staff 
observers, firemen and other 
civilian defense workers tied 
down. Thus none of them, says 
the London Times, can be with- 
drawn for service on the Russian 
front where the Nazis are sending 
every available man. The best 
German pilots are being kept in 
the West to meet the British, and 
anti-aircraft ships also have to 
remain off the German coasts in- 
stead of being sent elsewhere. 

Thus the power of the Royal 
Air Force in diverting the Luft- 
waffe is a measure of Britain's 
aid to Russia.

Good Nazi Scheme 
For Repair Work 


Under the non-committal title 
of “War Trade Business Front”, 
a remarkable army repair organ- 
ization has been established in 


Germany. Ite purpose ia to get 
all worn army clothing and 
equipment “made new” by work- 
ers in occupied countries, thus 
saving German workers for home 
tanks, 


Thousands of uniforms from 


the Russian front have already 
been “distributed among Belgian 
factories, 20,000 pairs of. worn 
boots have been sent to the fam- 
oue Bata factories at Zlin, Czecho- 
slovakia, leather equipment to 
Holland and the Balkans. 


Widow’s Treasure

mans in Paris has been the open- 
ing of the safety deposit boxes in 
the various banks. In one bank 
was a safe belonging to an old 
lady in black. The officer in 
charge said, “May I beg of you, 
‘Madame, to be good enough to., 

“Certainly, sir,’ replied the 
lady, and when the safe was op- 
ened the officer was amazed to 
see nothing whatever but a shin- 
ing sword. He turned to the lady, 
who simply said: 

“That is my late husband's 
aword. if am the widow of Mar- 
shal Foch.” The officer turned 
pale, saluted and withdrew.

United States treasury officials 
disclosed that currency printed on 
paper containing nylon instead of 
silk was put into test circulation 
a few days ago but no one seems 
to have spotted it. 

The first batch of the 100 per 
cent homemade brand of Ameri- 
ean /money was distributed by 
the Philadelphia Reserve Bank as 
a test to determine whether it 
wore as well as the old kind.

Trailers Solving 
Housing Problem 


Boom times have come back to 
the manufacturers of trailers in 
the United States and they are 
producing these homes on wheels 
on a large scale, not for use on 
the roads, but as dwellings for 
workers in war plants, says The 
Hamilton Spectator. The devel- 
opment is another instance of the 
strange pressures that war brings 
in its train when world markets 
and ces of raw mate are 
disturbed.

ington estimate that the industry — 


will turn out ‘at least 50,000 of 
these house trailers this year, 
which is aimost ten times the 
volume produced in 1941, and 
wil] swell the number of trailers 
in the United States to 250,000, 
scattered in two thousand set- 
tlements throughout the nation. 
All trailers made this year, how- 
ever, must be sold only to workers 
in defence areas and must also 
be of simple design in .order to 
conserve supplies. 

They cost the 
little over $1,000, including un- 
derground services and_ utility 
buildings established in trailer 
settlements. They are placed 
fifty to the acre, are heated with 
gasoline stoves and supplied with 
electric current. They accommo- 
date four persons and rent at 
from six to eight dollars a month. 

Trailers enjoyed quite a vogue 
several years ago, then there was 
a slump until the American Fed- 
eral Security Administration be- 
gan to establish trailer towns for 
migratory farm workers on the 
Pacific coast. They are favored 
for war workers as a temporary 
type of dwelling in districts where 
the winters are mild and a hous- 
ing shortage prevails. They have 
the advantage, teir sponsors say, 
of not creating “ghost - towns” 
and can casily be removed when 
a need for them no longer exists. 

But what about the rubber 
shortage? It is being met in this 
way: The American War Produe- 
‘tion Board has allocated four 
thousand tires and tubes to the 
manufacturers of the trailers, 
These cart be used only for de- 
livering ‘the trailers to the work- 
ers’ settlements where the wheel- 
ed dwellings are placd on wooden

blocks, the tires removed and re- 
turned to the manufacturer for 
successive deliveries,

The ban. on tires is compelling 
thousands of American war work- 
ers to migrate from the rural 
and suburban districts to urban 
centres to get close to their em- 
ployment. Trailer settlements 
have, therefore, become the only 
ready solution to an acute hous- 
ing problem. It is a condition 
that arises from the war and is 
likely -to pass when the conflict 
ends, 


Aluminum

may take over fifteen tons. In 
other words, 60,000 planes a year 
will require over 900,000,000

ONIONS AS A SAVOURY DISH 

Fresh or cooked, mild or 
strong, onions all have a place. 
They can be prepared without 


creating tears or leaving an odor 


on the hands. 

Do you know your onions? 
Slang expression as that may seem 
to be, it is one all homemakers 
would do well to think over for 
the onion family is a large and 
varied one. There are those that 
are so mild that they scarcely 
rise above a whisper, and some 
so strong that they seem to take 
the top right off one’s head. 
Whenever onions are mentioned 
immediately the recipes do not 
meet the approval of all. é 

1 just had a letter enquiring if 
this reader of our column could 
use “garlic” as a substitute. To 
this we would make the reply: 
garlic, chives and leeks all are 
members of the same general 
seasoning family, but they should 
not be used interchangeably. It 
is well to know what purpose you 
wish® to satisfy whéhn you make 
your selection. 

For eating raw, we generally 
use the early spring onions or the 
mild sweet Bermuda onion, The 
yellow skinned onion or the red 
skinned are usually quite strong. 
When boiling if you do not wish 
the. strong choose the milder; it 
is better than boiling in two or 
three waters, where you may be 
losing some of the vitamins in the 
pouring. 

Cream of Onion Soup 
4 medium onions 
1% cups water 
2 cups medium white sauce 
Cheese 

Cook onions, sliced, in the 
water until tender, Rub through 
a sieve and add to white sauce. 
Pour into soup dishes and sprinkle 


with cheese’ (grated), 
Devilled Onions 
6 large dnions 


3 hard cooked eggs 

% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon mustard 
tablespoons chopped parsley 
1 cup medium thick white sauce 

Buttered crumbs 

Boil the onions until tender 
and chop fine. Add the mashed 
egg yolks, finely chopped whites, 
galt, mustard, parsley and white 
sauce. 

Turn into greased ramekins and 
sprinkle with buttered crumbs, 
Brown under medium broiler or 
bake a few minutes until brown 
in medium oven.

Ship’s Biscuits 


British seamen. compelled to 
take to their boats no longer have 
to dig their teeth into the iron- 
clad ship's biscuits of tradition.

Soybean Acreage 
To Be Increased 


Canada ‘to Have Thirty 
Thousand. Acres This Year 


Doubling of the area planted 
to soybeans, to bring it to'a total 
of nearly 80,000 acres and help 
meet vegetable oil and feed re- 
quirements, is hoped for in 1942, 
Agriculture Department officials 
said recently. 

To encourage enlarged soybean 


production, the government has - 


authorized the Canadian Wheat 
Board to buy soybeans at $1.95 
In past 
years, the price has ranged from 
56c to $1 a bushel. 

Officials said the increased pro- 
duction is urgently needed to 
compensate for losses in normally 
imported vegetable oil supplies 
because of war in the Far East. 
Canada and the United States 
have entered into a joint program 
of increasing such vegetable oil 
production as is possible, although 
the major part of the Canadian 
program will be the growing of 
coarse grains to facilitate an en- 
larged output of animal fats. 

Soybean seed supplies are none 
too plentiful in Canada and of- 
ficials said this might prove a 
limiting factor on the acreage. 

“Although Canadian soybean 
production is small compared to 
that of the United States, it is 
notable that Ontario growers have 
won the top soybean awards at 
the Chicago International Grain 
Show for several years,” one 
spokesman said, 

All Over Ontario 

“Soybeans have been grown all 
over Ontario, as far east as Ot- 
tawa, and in Southern Quebee. 
There has been some production 
in irrigated areas in Alberta and 
in British Columbia.” 

Officials said that farmers pro- 
posing to switch to soybean pro- 
duction in suitable areas should 
be able to use their existing 
equipmient in handling the new 
crop. 

Soybeans, imported from Man- 
churia, were first grown in Can- 
ada at the Ontario Agricultural 
College at Gue!l ph in 1896. 


Can The Japanese 
Conquer Australia 


Christian ‘ieclenes Monitor 
Shows Where the Difficulty 
Lies 


Will Australia become for Ja- 
an what Russia threatens “to be 
for Hitler? 

Japan, after four years of un- 
profitable campaigning in China, 
belatedly took a leaf from Hit- 
ler's book, started in on her small 
neighbors, and even more swiftly 


imitated his iist of conquests. 
Today, like Hitler, With ail email 
neighbors under the heel, she is 
forced again to attempt the con- 
quest of another huge country, 
this time an entire. continent. 
What will be her fate here? 
Lhe Sovieta had three import- 
ant factors working on their side 
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~— Vee, spaces, vast manpower, 
and a rigorous climate—with one 
great disadvantage, the case with 
which «their country would be 
penetrated by Hitler's panzers. 
Australia’s chief disadvantage lies 
in her comparative lack of man- 
power. Her advantages consist 
of natural barriers to invasion. 
These, added to the troops, planes 
ships and supplies from United 
States and the indomitable will of 
her own pioneer people, may well 
make that continent as uncon- 
querable as China and Russia. 
Australia, nearly as large as 
the United States, is two-fifths 
desert, while much of the remain- 
der ia composed of high plateaus 
and mountains. Fertile lands, in- 
dustries and inhabitants are prine- 
ipally in the southeast —- New 
South Wales and Victoria——-with 
a broad fertile belt stretching 
from Cairns in Queensland south 
to Melbourne. This is separated 
from the coast by mountains, and 
the coast in the northeast is pro- 
tected by the Great Barrier Reef 
whose only openings are mined.

The coastline of Australia is 
12,210 miles long, yet it has only 
a few good,harbora, mostly on 
the southeast. Much of the coast

ia protected by towering cliffs 

f and thus could be invaded suc- 
cessfully perhaps only by’ para- 
troope—always a desperate ven- 
ture. Japan’s success thus far 
has reuired land, sea, and air 
forces together, a combination 
which could succeed in only a few 
places in Australia. The south- 
eastern shoreline is readily ap- 
proachable but this region is two 
thousand miles farther from Jap- 
“anese bases, and the sea route in 
Allied hands. A landing in the 
north at Port Darwin would be 
difficult with its strong defences, 
and would provide a poor means 
of reaching the richer sections of 
the continent. 

Another vitally important fae- 
tor is that the Japanese have not 
had the opportuntiies to make 
blueprints of this island continent 
that have been theirs in the smal-

ler islands of the Pacific, includ-. 


ing Hawaii- and Singapore. Ja- 
pan’s fishing boats have been ex- 
cluded from AusStralia’s waters. 
There can be little, doubt that 
much of Japan’s success thus far 
has been dependent upon intimate 
knowledge of the terrain. More- 
over, as Hitler found to be the 
case in Russia, there are no fifth 
columnists in Australia.

For India Accord 


Bir Stafford Cripps expressed 
the belief that there still was 
some possibility of a new plan 
for settling India’s problems be- 
fore the end of the war, but said 
any such proposal “would have 
to come from India”. 

Summing up the results of his 
recent conversations at New Del- 
hi and the present outlook, Sir 
Stafford told a press conference 
“it is an encouraging picture— 
not as encouraging as ™ might 


have been, but certainly more en- 


couraging than it would have 
heen if nothing whatever had 
been done.” 

He disclosed that before leav- 
ing New Delhi he. discussed with 
Indian jeaders the possibility that 
they devise a new plan for par- 
ticipation in wartime government 
as an alternative to postwar do- 
minion proposals which they re- 
jected. 

He stressed again, however, 
that changes in the Indian con- 
stitution requiring “months or 
years’ would be necessary to 
make possible the form of na- 
tional government the all-India 
Congress ‘Party leaders sought.

TALE TALKS 


Honey as a Substitute 
For Sugce’ 


As we are all asked to be on 
sugar rations, there should be no 
lamenting for we still have mar- 
vellous substitutes in corn syrup, 
maple syrup and honey. 

Before the introduction of cane 
sugar, honey was apparently the 
most common sweet available for 
human consumption, 

Honey is the nectar of flowers 
gathered by honeybees and ripen- 
ed by them within their bives. The 
ripening process consists of evap- 
orating the excess moisture from 
the nectar and certain changes in 
the chemical nature of the sugar 
it contains. 

SOME THINGS TO REMEMBER 

1. "Measure honey always in 
liquid form. 

2. For every cup of honey used, 
reduce the liquid called for in a 
recipe by one-fifth, 

4, One cup of honey is as great

Russia To. Fight 
Battle For Food 


Men, Women and Children 
Must Work in the Fields 

Russia has mobilized 150,000,000 
men, women and children to fight 
the summer's battle for food. 

Attacking the food supply lines 
as realistically as they treated the 
factories, calling upon workers to 
remain at their jobs in time of 
war, the Peoples’ Commissars de 
creed: 

Collective farmers must work @ 
minimum of 102 to 160 working 
days this season. 

Children from 14 to 16 must 
work in the fields 50 days a year. 

City high schools must be sus- 
pended so ‘students can lend a 
hand. 

The sweeping decree affects all 
males from 14 to 55 and all wo- 
men from 14 to 50 not already in 
war work, 

Exceptions are such women and 
young girls deemed unfit for work. 
Persons mobilized from the cities 
will be fed, sheltered, and paid 
at prevailing collective farm rates. 

The decree sgsupefsedes one 
which required a minimum of 60 
farm working days a year. 

Children will have a limited 
work. day, from six to eight houra, 
But there is.no limit on the num- 
ber of days an adult may work. 

During the last harvest, with the 
Germans advancing, the Russian 
farmers worked day and night. It 
is to be assumed that if necessary 
the same wil! be true this year.

To replace that energy food, 
hearty meals must be supplied. 
That's where the careful observer 
of the food reguidtions comes in. 
Every time the householder pri- 
yates use a little less than their 
ugar ration or bake a eake with 
a substitute for cugar, they are 
releasing that much energy for 
Canada’s “Men at Arms”, 

And the housewife Lance Corp- 
oral—or ia she at least a Major 
in your house?—-who puts to- 
gether a tasty mess of shank-bone 
onions, carrots, a little—not too 
much, please—turnip and a sage 
leaf or two instead of calling up 
the grocer for a can or two of 
this or that enrols herself in the 
Royal Canadian Ordnance Corps 
by leaving just a little more metal 
available for arms, ammunition 
or even .tanks. 

Here's a list of kitchen ammu- 
nition. One cup of refined white 
sugar can be replaced by: maple 
sugar, one cup; maple syrup, one 
cup; honey, one cup; cane syrup, 
1% cups; corn syrup, two cups,

U.S. Producing 
Two Ships Daily 


United States production of 
merchant shipping will reach a 
record total of more than 600,000 
tons a month this summer, ac- 
cording to Rear Admiral Emory 8. 
Land, chairman of the Maritime 
Commission, who reveals in The 
American Magazine that the total! 
for 1942 will reach the unprece- 
dented figure of 8,000,000 tons. 
Hia plans call for 10,000,000 tons 
of merchant shipping in 19438, “as 
# starter on a total program al- 
ready set at more than 30,000,- 
000 tons.” 

“It is hard for the public to 
grasp the magnitude, of these fig- 
ures,”” Admiral Land points out. 
“Consider just the 8,000,000 tons 
we are building in 1942. That 
would amount to eight hundred 
big ships of 10,000 tons each.

Malta Holds Out 
After 2,000 Raids 


Malta last Tuesday suffered 
what was called in dispatches its 
heaviest alr raid of the war.

That is an average of 
three raids a day.

British Bombers Force Hitler 
To Strengthen Western Front 


A year ago in a speech to the 
Reichstag, Hitler said: _ 

“Again and again I uttered 
warnings against aerial warfare 
and 1 did so for over three and a 
half months. ... So now Church- 
MM has got his air war. ... We 
are determined to continue to re- 
taliate a hundred bombs for every 
one of his and to go on doing 
British nation at 
least gets rid of this criminal 
and his methods.” 

On April 26 of this year in 
another ‘speech to the Reichstag 
he said: 

“Churchill began this air war 
in May, 1940. I warned him 
for four months and waited.... 
My waiting is not weakness. ... 
I shall from now an retaliate, 
blow for blow, until this criminal 
falls to pieces.” 

Every Hitler speech is recruited 
from the words of every Hitler 
speech that went before, says The 
New York Times. In all but’ one 
respect the two passages quoted 
here are almost identical, Air 
war... Churchill’s fault... My 
patience .. . Warning of retali- 
ation . . . Counter attack until 
“this criminal’ is driven out of 
power. 

But -whereas Hitler is now 
promising to give “blow for blow” 
‘a year ago he was promising “a 
hundred bombs for every one.” 
The time has arrived when the 
mounting strength of British and 
American air power no longer 
permits him to boast before his 
own people that Germany rules 
the air. 

Coventry In 1940 


For an understanding of the 
damage that British bombers are 
now inflicting. upon German cit- 
ies, it is helpful to consider the 
bombing of -Coventry in 1940, 
That assault was described by the 
Germans as “the greatest in aer- 
jal history”, and at the time it 
was feared that such raids might 
paralyze British industries. Yet 
the weight of explosivés dropped 
im the successive raids on Ros- 
tock is more than four times that 
which devastated Coventry. The 
present British air raids against 
vital points deep in the Reich are 
sO massive as to constitute some- 
thing new in warfare. 


Luebeck and Rostock 


Luebeck and Rostock are ports. 


om the Baltic Sea of vital im- 
portance to Germany. Through 
them flow supplies to Hitler's 
armies in Northern Russia, Fin- 
land and Norway. Luebeck is a 
training centre for submarine 
orews, a great jndustrial city 
amd a warehouse centre for mili- 
tary stores. 

Rostock is a* thriving 
and industrial centre. Important 
shipyards are there and a large 
branch of the great Heinkel air- 
eraft concern, warehouses, rail 
and dock facilities. 

In two of the heaviest raids— 
staged on successive nights—car- 
ried out by British bombers, tons 
of explosives were dropped on air- 
eraft factories, shipyards and the 
harbor installations of Rostock. In 
their concentrated force the at- 
tacka were said to have surpassed 
the pounding visited a few weeks 
before on Luebeck, which laid 
nearly half that city in waste. 

Wide R.A.F, Assaults 

The huge British flying fleets 
aeem able to roam at will, and tn 
daylight, over occupied territory 
and beyond the former German 
frontier to bomb the Skoda works 
at Pilsen and the Diesel engine 
plants, which supply German sub- 
marines, at Augsburg. Their 
losses, relative to the number of 
planes employed, have béen very 
small, 


In the seventh straight night 
of their larvest and bigwest round 
the-clock offensive of the war, 
British planes bombed Trond- 


heim, a formidable naval base in 


Norway. The Tirpitz, believed to 
be the most powerful battleship 
in the world, the heavy cruise: 


Prinz Eugen, another 10,000-ton 
cruiser and swarms of destroyers 


and submarines are lurking in the

British Air Policy 

The British policy is, according 
to Sir Archibald Sinclafr, Air 
Minister, “to destroy the 6énemy 
capacity to make war by hombing: 
his war factories, means of. trans- 
port -and military stores be at 
they may be found.” An CASO 
in the bombing of German indust- 
ry, particularly in the shipbuild- 
ing sections of the northwegt, will 
reduce Nazi capacity for sub- 
marine construction, thereby 
tending to ease the severe strain 
upon Allied mercantile and naval 
losses. 

Hitler’s threat gf a “blow by 
blow’ retribution on British cit- 
jes for R.A.F, raids on Germany 
will be difficult of . execution 
without doing exactly what the 


British air force is trying to goad- 


him into doing, according to Oli- 
yer Stewart, London commentator, 

“They have only a small pro- 
portion of their bombers in West 
ern Europe,” he said. “Most of 
the rest are split between Russia 
and Malta. 

“It might be possible for a 


* short time to continue raiding as 


they have recently raided Bath 
and York. But these raids could 
not be sustained unless they shift 
large forces from the Russfan or 
Maitese fronts.’ 

If the Germans actually do 
this, it will mean that the Luft- 
waffe’s pressure in these other 
two combatant zones will be re- 
lieved. The R.A.F. will have suc- 
ceeded in its purpose. 

Second Front 

The western front, which Hit- 
ler plainly fears, already exists. 
It did not exist last year when 
the Germans invaded Russia. It 
was impossible then for the Brit- 
ish to make large scale air at- 
tacks. Then the’ United States 
was not in the war. The Ger- 
mans know now that hard attacks 
from the west will continue to be 
made. Hitler is not withholding 
men, planes and equipnient from 
the Russian front, where his po- 
sition is not secure, to meet an 
empty threat in the west, Increas- 
ing Commando raids and air as- 
saults have had their effect. They 
have immobilized a large part of 
the German army and air ferce 
on a front that extends from the 
north of Norway to the Spanish 
frontier. Hitler is. already fight- 
ing on a second front,

Hitler Sivensthase : 
Channel Defences 


The Germans have put thous- 
ands of laborers to the task of 
building new gun emplacements 
and strengthening already for- 
midable defences along the French 
coast as an. added precaution 
against Allied invasion, 

The laborers were seen plainly 
through field glasses some twenty 
miles across the Channel. 

Military informants said that 
Nazi guns massed along the Chan- 
nel coast have a total firepower 
equal to that of a fleet of battle- 
ships and form a concentrated 
mass of artillery more powerfu! 
than in any sector of the Ger- 
man front facing the Russians. 

They said installation of these 
defences had been ordered by 
Hitler as a result of British com- 
mando raids on the coast and 
operation of light. naval forces 
in adjacent waters. 
fThe new works include, in ad- 
fiition to gun bases, a series of 
new concrete fortifications and 
tauk barriers extending back sev- 
eral miles from the shores,

What Science 
Is Doing 


BAMBOO 


Grasses that are real trees are 
a common feature of the part of 
the world where war rages most 
fiercely at present. These gras- 
wes, of course, are the bamboos, 
aays Science Service. W e of the 
Temperate regions commonly 
think of bamboo in terms of fish- 
poles, or at most of the slightly 
stouter vaulting poles’ used in 
track and field meets; but these 
are only the middle-sized members 
of the tribe. The giants are of 
real tree size, and are as much 
entitlea to be called trees as the 
palms are. 


Bamboos might fairly compete 
with palms for the title of most 
useful plants. Like palms, they 
are used in a thousand ways by 
dwellers in the tropics and sub- 
tropica, where they grow most 
luxuriantly. They supply housin 
materials, tools and weapons fe 
food. Bamboo-built houses are 
common in all the warm lands. 
The framework, walls and floors 
(if floora are considered neces- 
sary), are. likely to be built of 
bamboo, whole or split, lashed 
together with tough natural ropes 
that are. the stems of twining 
bamboo vines, There is likely te 
be a fence of bamboo poles, to 
keep children, poultry and small 
livestock from straying, or per- 
haps cages of bamboo under the 
stilted house. 

Bamboo-shafted spears may 
serve for hunting and fishing; 
bamboo-handled tools for. agri- 
culture; bamboo-fibre snares and 
nooses for trapping. The hard 
glassy edges of split bamboo 
sometimes serve as primitive 
knives. The big hollow joints of 
giant bamboo stems, cut off to

‘Bishop Explains 


Overseas Travel 


Wartime Ocean Voyages in 
First World War and Now 


Air Marshall Bishop has hit upon 
the right way to talk to Canadian 
fighting men who have been balk- 
ing at the type of transport afford- 
ed them on their voyages overseas, 
comments the Ottawa Journal. Up 
wntil now our officials have been 
handling them two ways: repri- 
manding them for lack of discip- 
line or apologizing for the poor 
traveling conditions, 

Billy Bishop put it this way in 
apeaking to a group of airmen at 
Halifax: 

“IT can only hope you’ will be 
completely comfortable, but I'd 
like to tell you of my own experi- 
ence. During the last war I made 
eight crossings of the Atlantic. My 
first trip I sailed on the Caledonia 
out of Mntreal. ‘She was a cattle 
boat, built in 1890, and we took 
16 days to cross and we crossed 
without an escort. There was not 
an inch of that ship that did not 
atink Two hundred horses died 
on the way over.” 

That, says our No. 1 airman, was

Sir Edward Beatty has resigned 
as president of the Canadian Pac- 
ific Railway and is succeeded by 
Dp, ©. Coleman, vice-president of 
the company. Sir Edward remains 
chairman of the board, The change 
in presidency is effective immed- 
lutely, 

The official announcement said: 

“Are a meeting of the board of 
directors of the Canadian “Pacifie 
Railway Company held May 1, Stir 
Edward Beatty, 
president, tendered his ~ 
tion because of the

“Sir Edward was stricken with 
lliness in March, 1941, brought 
about largely by over-exertion and 
too close application to his multi- 
farious duties and activities, 
There has been-a marked im- 
provement in recent months, and 
that improvement, happily, is 
being maintained; but his doctors 
have advised bim that early and 
complete recovery can be reach 
ed only if he divests himself of 
some of his burdens and responsi- 
billties. The directors received his 
decision with deep regret, but

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gifts and qualities, which enabled 
him to inspire the whole organ-

What Science 
Is Doing 

TO CURE “HICCUPS” 

The case of a man who hiccuped 
himself to death was reported rae- 
cently. The hiccups lasted 26 
days and nights; he could neither 
sleep nor eat, and finally dled of 
exhaustion. The average case of 
hiccups lasts only from a few 
minutes to a few hours, but it can 
be a tantalizing complaint, resist- 
ing many kinds of treatment, 

Hiccups are apparently due to 
a spasm of the diaphragm, the 
broad, thin muscle that separates 
the abdominal cavity from the 
chest cavity, says Science Digest. 

Scaring the patient is about the 
most useless of the many “reme- 
dies.” Other supposed cures in- 
clude drinking water slowly, hold- 
ing one’s breath, counting num- 
bers, pressing the upper lip, elee- 
tric shocs to the skin, and so 
forth. 

The following is a rellable meth- 
od of treatment that has been used 
successfully in several cases, It is 
based on the fact that carbon di- 
oxide gas—the gas. that is used 
in soda water and that we exhale 
from the lungs—can stimulate the 
respiratory nerve centre, 

The only apparatus needed is an 


ordinary paper bag.. The bag is 


firmly placed over the nose and 
mouth of the patient, who is asked 
to breathe info and out of it. As 
the oxygen in the bag is used up, 
the exhaled carbon dioxide gas aa 
cumulates, so that in a few min- 
utes there is enough to produce a 
curative effect. 

If the patient begins to hiccup 
again, the treatments should be 
repeated. In oné case in which 
this method was used, the patient, 
a girl of 22, who began to hiccup 
while convalescing from inflenza, 
was relieved six minutes after she 
had been hiccuping continuously 
for 42 hours. . After seven hours, 
the spasms again began; the bag 
treatment was again effective, this 
time permanently. "

GOLDEN TEXT.—This do ia 
remembrance of me. Luke 22:19. 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—-The Lord's Supper took 
place on Thursday evening, April 
6, A.D. 30. 

Place.-In an upper room in 
Jerusalem, the exact location of 
which cannot be determined with 


~» finality. : 


The Passover 
14. “And when the hour was 
come, he sat down, and the apos- 
tles with him. (15. And he said 


unto them, With desire I have 


desired to eat this passover with 
you before I suffer. 16. For 
I say unto you, I shall not eat. it, 
until it be fulfilled in the king- 
dom of God.” 


In spite of the fact that our 
Lord was fully constious that 
within another twenty-four hours 
He would expire on the cross, 
with great suffering, everything 
said by Himi at the table in re- 
lation to Himself, at least, waa 
vibrant with hope. In this very 
sentence, three great facts at 
least are enunciated: first, that 
there would be a Kingdom of 
God, which in itself involves the 
defeat of the antagonistic king- 
doms of this earth; secondly, that 
such a symbolic act as He waa 
now participating in, relating to 
eacrifice and redemption, would 
ultimately be fulfilled, that is, the 
time would come when this re- 
demption He was now about to 
provide, would have completely 
accomplished His intended pur- 
pose; thirdly, that when this time 
of victory and triumph had fin- 
ally come to pass, He would be 
with His disciples, to participate 
with them in a new supper in the 
glory of that eternal kingdom. 

17, “And he received a cup ana 
when he had given thanks, he 
this, and divide it 
among yourselves: 18. for I say 
unto you, I shall not drink from 
henceforth of ‘the fruit of. the 
vine, until the kingdom of God 
shall come.” The cup mentioned 
im this passage has been supposed 
to be the ‘third cup’ of wine in 


the Jewish ceremonial. 


The Lord's Supper 
19. “And he took bread, ana 
when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and gave to them, say- 


ing, This is my body which is’ 


given for you; This do in remem- 
brance of me. 20. And the cup 
In like manner after supper, say- 
ing, This cup is the new covenant 
in my blood, even that which is 
poured. out for you.” At this 
point we have the actual institu- 
tion of the Lord’s Supper. ‘The 
bread is a symbol of our Lord’s 
body, and the wine a symbol of 
His precious blood. The bread 
broken refers to his body given 
up to death, and the wine poured 
refers to the shedding of His 
‘blood. The phrase ‘In remem- 
brance of me’ implies commem- 
oration of one bodily absent. The 
body and blood of Christ are 
given by God not by the prieat, 
taken by faith, not by the hand, 
eaten with the soul, not with the 
mouth.

Only a limited few, the owners of essential eligible vehicles, may now 
obtain usable tires or tubes, or retreading services. Apart from sales permitted 
by the new regulations, no person may buy or sell, borrow or lend, barter, give 
away, mortgage, burn, cut, destroy or otherwise dispose of any such tire or 
tube. Eligible vehiele owners are divided into three classes, On this basis:

Very severe penalties will be imposed for any infractions of the new regulations, 
The tire dealers of Canada are co-operating with the Government in the efficient 
operation of the order, and in its enforcement. It is their patriotic duty to repair 
and legally resell all usable tires in their possession, and turn over at once to the 
nearest salvage agency any scrap rubber they have on hand or receive in the future, 


including all tires and tubes no longer serviceable. 


Every person, whether a dealer or not, must report by May 31 to the Tire 

Rationing Representative at his nearest Wartime Prices and Trade Board office,

Canada’s army of women dir- 
eetly engaged in war industry 
now numbers tens of thousands. 
The proportion of women to men 
im the various branches of muni- 
tions varies widely according to 
the nature of the work; in some 
instances it la as low as three 
per cent, in others as high as 60 
per cent.

Regarding Tires 


Order Tightens Control 
Over New Tires and New 
Tubes 


Retreaded and used tires, used 
tubes, and retreading services, as 
well as new tires and new tubes, 
are now under rigid control, ae- 
cording to an announcement by 
Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Munitions.and Supply. 

Effective May 15, the new or- 
der is designed to conserve Can- 
ada’s rubber supplies for war 
purposes, to prevent hoarding, 
and -to keep essential vehicles, 
including farm trucks and imple- 
ments, in operation as long as 
possible. 

The order tightens the ‘ previ- 
ous control over new tires and 
new tubes. It sets up three classes 
of eligible vehicles, “A,” “B,” 
and “C,”’ on a sliding scale gaug- 
ed according to the usefulness of 
the vehicle to a country at War, 
and it rules out the 1,000,000 or 
more motorists who are no longer 
able to buy even a used tube, 

When a dealer has two or more 
orders for a similar tire or tube, 
and he cannot fill both orders, he 
must give preference to the owner 
of a vehicle in a higher class. 

Owners of vehicles in Class “A” 
are permitted to buy new tires, 
new tubes, retreaded tires, re- 
treading services, used tires or 
used tubes. In this class are such 
vehicles as ears used by physici- 
ans, cars belonging to clergymen 
who serve two or more congrega- 
tions more than three miles apart, 
cars used by clergymen in sparse- 
ly settled districts, trucks for 
road repairs, trucks for carrying 
farm products and foods, fire 
fighters’ vehicles, police vehicles, 
and farm tractors and harvester 
combines, other than automobiles 
and trucks, for the operation of 
which tires and tubes are emsen- 
thal, .

Ineluded in this 
clasa are vehicles used principally 
in the course of their duties by 
the following: Farm or feed 
products inspectors, dentists oF 
optometrista who serve more than 
one community, scrap buyem, 
sheriffs or other law enforcement 
officer, servicemen who repair 
farm machinery, rural sehoel 
teachers, rural undertakers, and 
newspaper reporters. Also oov- 
ered in this class are horse-drawn 
vehicles and farm implements for 
the operation of which tires are 
essential.

Every man between the ages of 16 and 69 who is unemployed or 
who will not be gainfully occupied after May 31, 1942, must reg- 
ister. The following are excepted: Full-time students, or those 
confined in an asylum, or a prison, or hospital or home for the 
aged and infirm, or are subject to the provisions of the Essential 
Work (Scientific and Technical Personnel) Regulations, 1942. 


WHEN TO REGISTER 


If you have not already registered at an Employment and Claims 
Office of the Unemployment Insurance Commission within the last 
two weeks, or have not obtained work, you are required to register 
within the week of June Ist, 1942, or within one week after be- 
coming ur:mployed or not gainfully occupied at any time after 
May 31st, 1942. _ 


WHERE TO REGISTER 


1, At an Employment and Claims Office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, if you live in, or within five miles of, a 
city or town in which there is such an office; or 


At the nearest Post Office, if you do not live in, or within five 


miles of, a city or town in which there is an Employment and 
Claims Office. 


RENEWAL \ 


You must renew ‘your registration at least every two weeks if you

remain unemployed.
